then, and get into the country, where 
I observe the shiftlessncss and thrift­ 
lessness of “ranching.” 
A “Regent” 
comes in sometimes to play chess with 
me after dinner, and we talk over the 
interests of the 8tate and nation. 11 <■ 
seemed to think our Agricultural (¿ol- 
lege would be a splendid thing for 
California.

It seems 
that there has been a mistake made 
about this Agricultural College, and 
what I want to find out is whether the 
mistake is mine or somebody's else. 
If I was 
AN IN F A T U A T E D OLD ASS 
For thinking that a farmer ought to 
be as well educated as a doctor, and 
that it was an important plan of the 
University to do this work, I wish to 
understand my position. 
The President has made a great 
speech at Sacramento about this m at­ 
ter, but my head is none the clearer 
for it. 
My friend, tlie Regent, told 
me that “ many details of the agricul­ 
tural instruction would ho arranged 
by the new President.1' 
The new 
President says that the Agricultural 
Colleges have disappointed the hopes 
of their friends, and I begin to teel 
this in my own case. 
He says in 
France and Germany they are moving 
the Agricultural Colleges from tlie 
country into the towns, and the de­ 
tails as he arranges them make it ap­ 
pear that we have no Agricultural 
College, but certain college privileges 
granted to students called agricultural. 
The Regent says that the President 
says that the most important experi­ 
ments in agriculture have been made 
in the laboratory. 
He comforts the 
farmers with tlie hope that their sons 
may become eminent lawyers and 
E 
oliticians. But he neglects to say 
ow the sons of lawyers and politi­ 
cians are to become em inent farmers 
except by getting “ scientific” educa­ 
tion In or near cities. 
If all the best 
brains of the country flow into the 
town, what is to bo done to keep up 
the equilibrium? or is the country 
to be 
F E E T A N D H A N D S ? 
If a farmer from Chico or Banta 
Clara were to send his son down to me 
to get a medical education I should say 
“G oto the medical college.” If lie 
came back and said, “The President 
tells me thut they don’t attempt to 
teach the practical part of the profes­ 
sion—that must be got elsewhere with 
some physician; we don’t dissect,make 
up nasty messes, or cut oil- ugly tu­ 
mors here.” I should say he was a fool, 
und his college a humbug.

A Permanent Law C om m issio n - 
A Steo in the Right Direction. 


A bill was introduced in the Assem­ 
bly on the 6th inst. by Mr. Vandall, to 
provide for a permanent Law Com­ 
mission. There is no doubt hut that 
some plan of the kind m ust be adopt­ 
ed if it is desired to perfect and m ain­ 
tain the Code system. There should 
lie two or three persons charged witli 
this work, who should make it a spe­ 
ciality.

The Holcomb Valley Mines. 


The recent extraordinary rich dis­ 
coveries in Holcomb Valley, by Messrs. 
Carter and others, have given an Im­ 
mense impetus to mining and pros­ 
pecting, throughout that very rich 
mineral belt. Even the dangers of the 
elements are dared by the hardy pros­ 
pectors, in their impatient pursuit of 
the “ shining gold." Some six weeks 
ago, a party consisting of Mr. Baird 
and four others started for the scene of 
the new discoveries ; and for ten miles 
of the way waded through snow five 
feet deep, moving forward only at tía- 
rato of one and one-half mile per day. 
But nothing could dampen their ar­ 
dor; in vain the mountains opposed 
their progress, they climbed them ; in 
vain the snow presented a frigid har­ 
rier; they waded through it, breast 
deep, and after toil and exposure safe­ 
ly reached the new Eldorado ; and in 
a few days built a hut and erected a 
blacksmith shop. Now they are blast­ 
ing rock, thirty feet below the surface, 
which on being tested, assays $600 to 
the ton. Mr. Baird is a thorough 
pract ical miner, and lias had much ex­ 
perience in mining, both in California 
and Nevada. He is not at all an im ­ 
pressionable easily elated man. On 
the contrary, he is rather skeptical 
than sanguine, yet he deliberately 
pronounces the ¡San Bernardino quartz 
mines to be iu every way the most 
valuable and extensive yet discovered 
on the coast, not oven excepting the 
mines of Virginia City. 
As soon as the season opens, Mr. 
Baird proposes to go on with opera­ 
tions on the most extensive scale pos­ 
sible, and as he is not only a practical, 
persevering miner, hut also u man of 
wealth, we may expect astonishing 
developments in his section next sum­ 
mer. 
We heartily wish him success; 
and as heartily invite other mining 
capitalists to come and emulate ids 
example.—S. B. Guardsman.

The City Railroad. 
W e arc under obligations to Judge 
Widney for accurate information con­ 
cerning this im portant enterprise. 
The articles of association have been 
flied, Judge K. M. Widney is Presi­ 
dent, I. W. Lord, Secretary, and F. 
P. F. Temple, Treasurer. Stock to the 
amount of $4,400 has already been 
subscribed, and $2,000 more is pledged. 
The total cost of the first section of the 
road, including stables and equipment, 
will be about $7,000, so the funds nec­ 
essary to secure its completion are al­ 
ready fairly in sight, and the prelimi­ 
nary work will begin In a few days. 
The sectiop to he built is about 6,000 
feet long. Beginning at the Intersec­ 
tion of Main and Spring streets it will 
extend along Spring to First street, on 
First to Fort, on Fort to Fourth, on 
Fourth to Hill, Hill to Sixth, on Sixth 
to Flguero.

“ Horse-breeding of late,’' truthfully 
remarks the Rochester Evcniny fi.c- 
press, “ has assumed great proportions 
in this country, and year by year it 
affords increased revenues to those 
who successfully understand and pro­ 
secute it. 
Among the many noted

place during the past year, we present 
the following as evidences of the re­ 
munerative prices that well-bred stock 
will com m and: At the head of the 
list stands the fretting horse Jim Irv­ 
ing, which was sold by E. Z. Simmons 
for ¡*.'>0,000. At the auction sale ot 
(.’barios Backman, at Stonyford, Octo­ 
ber 28, $1,900 was paid for the stallion 
Director, and four other, stallions sold 
at an average of $777 60. The trotting 
mare Flora Bplle, owned in St. Louis, 
was sold by Alexander Louis for 
$22,500. Smuggler, the famous K an­ 
sas horse, which trotted at a private 
trial in 2:19}, sold for $40,000.

Thorne, of Thorndale, N. 1*„ sold to 
David Jones, of New York. 
Mobile 
tfuick, by Rysdyk’s Hambletonian, 
for $1,000. Prospero, the property of 
Mr. Hackman, netted him the hand­ 
some sum of $25,000 at three-year-old, 
Mr. W illiam, of Brooklyn, being the 
purchaser. 
Nettie Morris, owned In 
Boston, brought $7,500 lately from a 
New York gentleman. Colonel. H. 
8. Russell, of Milton, Mass., netted 
$13,780 for sixteen yearling colts and 
lillies sired by Fearnaught, an average 
of over $850* per head. 
Lady Blake 
cost Mr. A. Leach,of Erie, Pa., $7,000. 
West Wind, chestnut stallion; by Ed- 
sall’s Hambletonian (Alexander’s Ab­ 
dullah), was disposed of at George­ 
town, Ky., for $3,000. Charles Back­ 
man received $2,000 for the bay stal­ 
lion Dauntless, six years old, sired by 
the ‘Old Hero of Chester,’ the pur­ 
chaser also paying $1,000 for a wean­ 
ing by Idol, dam by Seeley’s Abdallali 
Chief; $5,500 was ihe amount paid for 
Pilot Temple, by Alexander’s Pilot. 
Jr., at the public auction at St Louis, 
the dam of Rattler being also pur­ 
chased by the same party for SI,200. 
in addition to the above, the three- 
year-old colt Meteor, by Asteroid, sold 
for $2,000; the trotter Jerome brought 
$3,000; Lady Eleanor, by Abdallah 
Pilot, was purchased for $1,500; a 
three-year-old colt, by imported Learn, 
ington, for the same price.

The Grass Valley Union of February 
i;th has this intelligence: 
The Dartmouth mine will hungup 
its batteries to-night, for a short time. 
The reason for so doing is that in 
blasting out gravel in th-i “ sulphur 
bar,’’ last week, they broke into the 
old Alta drain tunnel, letting in water 
in large quantities, and interfering so 
much with the working of the mine 
that Captain Miller determined to put 
on three eight-hour shifts and finish 
the main tunnel to connect with the 
Alta 
drain 
tunnel, some distance 
ahead of the present workings. This 
will give complete drainage to the 
whole mine, and will very much facil­ 
itate the further working’ for economy 
and perfect ventilation. This is sim­ 
ply carrying out the original plans, 
but this water business hastens the 
■work. There is no lack of good pay 
gravel.
